The Account of the Corporation for preserving 
and improving the port of Dublin, accompanying 
this Return, sets forth under the head of Ordi- 
nary Expenditure, the expense of each Light- 
house, which includes Lighthouse keepers, oil, 
lighting, materials, casual repairs aud incidental 
charges, for the three past years, to 5th January 
1822.

The Account of the Corporation for preserving 
aud improving the port of Dublin, accompanying 
this Return, sets forth the Expenditure of the 
Surplus Revenue, after defraying the expense ot 
maintaining each Lighthouse, stated under the 
head Extraordinary Expenditure, for the three 
past years, to 5th January 1822.

The collectors of the Customs in Great Britain 
have been authorized by a Treasury Order, to 
retain 5 per cent on the amount collected, as 
remuneration for their trouble ; and the agent 
of the Corporation residing in London, to whom 
the duties collected in Great Britain are all re- 
mitted, receives 2 per cent for his trouble.
